Co-Operate 
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Toledo Burlesque House 


Crew Volunteers $10 Cut 
To Keep Theater Open 


NEW YORK, Dec. 23.—The stage crew 
of the Empire Theater, Toledo, O., with 
the sanction of the local union, has 
made a voluntary cut of $10 a week in 
the salary of each of the six men in the 
omething heretofore unheard of 
in theatricals. 

I H. Herk, president and general 
manager of the Mutual Burlesque Asso- 
ciation, booking 43 shows in as many 
cities from Boston to Kansas City, hav- 
ing made a survey of houses and shows 
on the circuit, compared their receipts 
and overating expenses as set forth in

another article on the _ burlesque 
page. After making a cut of $100 
weekly to the shows Herk found 
that it wasn't sufficient to keep 


some of the houses open and called up- 
on house owners, lessees and managers to 
co-operate by a retrenchment in their 
operating expenses to forestall a closing 
of several houses for the balance of the 
season 

Harry Winters, manager of the Empire 
Theater, Toledo, called his stage crew 
into conference and their consideration 
of Herk’'s proposition, at the same time 
submitting to them documentary evi- 
dences of the necessity of a cut in sal- 
aries in order to keep the house open. 
The crew after careful consideration of 
the receipts and operating expenses vol- 
unteered a cut provided the local union 
ratified their offer. Herk'’s appeal to the 
Toledo union was acted upon immedi- 
ately and the cut put into effect. 


Paramount, Fox 


Go Widefilming 


NEW YORK, Dec. 23.—The wide film 
Seems to be the chief feature of advance- 
ment in filmdom for the year of 1930. 
AS soon as Lorenze Del Riccio returns 
from Europe, where he has been investi- 
fating foreign projection methods and 
experimenting with lens equipment, 
Paramount will start producing on the 
wide film. Paramount, it is understood, 
IS preparing to equip 20 of its leading 
theaters with wide-film projectors. 

Fox’s “Grandeur” film has also ad- 
vanced in the wide-film direction and 
the first production made for the 
Grandeur, which is Happy Days, was re- 
ceived at the Fox home office Saturday. 
The Movietone Follies was made for 
Grandeur as an experiment. In the new 
production every player on the Fox 
roster with the exception of John Mc- 
Cormack appears in the film. The film 
is scheduled for a Broadway showing 
Shortly after the first of the year.

Stagehands’ Head Calls Letter “Cheapest Type of Publicity” 
—Musicians’ Union Also Opposes Conference— 
Equity and Managers Would Co-Operate 


NEW YORK, Dec. 23.—A plan and scope committee to study the ills and sug- 
gest remedies for the legitimate theater died today at the hands of William F. 


Canavan, of the Stagehands’ Union, and 


Joseph N. Webber, of the American 


Federation of Musicians. The plan was offered to all crafts within the theater by 
George Julian Houtain, general counsel of the Theatrical Stock Managers’ Asso- 
ciation, and appeared in the morning press here in an open letter to Prank Gill- 
more, of the Actors’ Equity Association; Canavan, Webber, Charles E. Lessing, of 
the Scenic Artists; Edward Childs Carpenter, of the Dramatists’ Guild; Arthur 
Hammerstein, of the Managers’ Association, and William E. Green, president of 


the American Federation of Labor. 


Houtain’s proposal was a conference of these crafts to discuss conditions and 
try to remedy them so that “we may preserve the spoken drama as a fixed in- 


stitution of our American cultural life.” 


L. Lawrence Weber, secretary of the Managers’ Protective Association, found 
Houtain’s suggestion a sane and sound method of attacking the rehabilitation 


of the theater.

By Rocky Mountain Fairs 


MISSOULA, Mont., Dec, 23.—Dates for 
21 fairs in Montana and 3 Wyoming 
fairs, were decided upon at the fourth 
annual meeting of the Rocky Mountain 
Association of Fairs, held at Missoula, 
December 17 and 18. The dates were 
fixed at a gathering attended by 100 fair 
representatives from Montana, Wyoming, 
Idaho and Utah. Twenty-one of Mon- 
tana's fairs were represented at the meet- 
ing, and many men, representing enter- 
tainment features and attractions for 
fairs, were at the meeting. 

Besides the fixing of dates and other 
matters of importance pertaining to the 
fair system in Montana was the unani- 
mous approval of a legislative measure 
that would make State funds available

for county and district fair purposes. 
Havre, Mont., was named as the place 
for the next annual meeting of the as- 
sociation, and the following officers were 
elected: President, J. M. Bresnahan, 
Billings, manager Midland Empire Fair;

Hard Hit 


NEW YORK, Dec. 23.—Hal Roach left 
here Saturday for the West Coast to 
spend the Christmas holidays, and ex- 
pects to return to the East to complete 
some unfinished business. 

According to Roach the comedy and 
short feature have been hardest hit by 
sound of any in the entire movie field. 
Whereas Roach comedies were selling 
10,000 accounts before the advent of 
sound, they’ are now serving 3,200, with 
the possibility of increasing the latter 
figure to 5,000 accounts before the pres- 
ent selling season is over. ; 

Roach pointed out that where a feature 
gets from $3,000 to $5,000 in the largest 
houses, a comedy is doing exceedingly 
well to sell for $500. In the small towns, 
where a feature sold for $5, the comedy 
was worth $2.50. It is the loss of these 
small accounts Roach claims that has 
cost the short-subject producer a lot of 
money According to the present dis- 
tribution, the profit for the short feature 


producer is in the foreign field, with the 
prospect very bright for the foreign 
talkie, especially in a Spanish version. 
His film has produced oné shor in 
Spanish that is expected to do a great 
deal better than most of the silent and 
English talkies in Spanish-speaking 
countries. 

The Roach studios will make a devia- 
tion from their regular policy during the 
coming year, and produce two feature- 
length comedies. One will be a Laurel 
Hardy and the other will be composed 
of all the members of the Roach studio. 
These productions will go to work this 
spring, anc will be ready for release next 
fall. 

Roach is highly enthusiastic about the 
coming year’s product. He feels that it 
is going to be necessary for the producer 
of feature-length productions to cut his 
product to seven and eight reels, which 
will create a ereat demand for the short 
subject and especially the comedy.

In burlesque you 
have a unified organization which can 
tell to a penny what its expenses are, 
and we can accurately estimate how 
much aid is necessary and for how long 
a@ period it will be necessary.” he said. 
The order for refund to the Mutual 
Burlesque Association that affects trav- 
eling members of the burlesque crews in 
about 43 attractions goes into effect 
with the pay day of January 4 and pro- 
vides a refund of $5 per week until Feb- 
ruary. Canavan pointed out that lack 
of organization among the producers in 
the legitimate field is as much respon- 
sible as anything for the inability to ef- 
fect a workable sliding wage agreement. 

He said: 

“Legit has no organization where such 

a computation might be made. The 
only time legit managers would come to 
us for aid is when they have poor shows 
In such case they would not be willing 
to work on a 50-50 basis with the stage- 
hands. The hit shows do not need our 
aid. They are making huge profits. 
There is not enough of a road today to 
Warrant talking about. The only shows 
on tour are those that are making money. 

“When a manager sends an attraction 
on the road and it fails he folds it after 
one week. The fault of the legitimate 
theater is it is a matter of individual 
ffort with no organization.” 

Canavan said locals thruout the coun- 
try had been notified to aid stock com- 
panies where there is evidence that a re- 
duction of wage might be of assistance 


in keeping together a company that 
might otherwise close 
This is the first instance on record 


where the General Office of the stage- 
hands’ union has ordered a wage reduc- 
tion to see a waning theatrical organi- 
zation thru a financial difficulty. Can- 
avan states in his communication effect- 
ing the reduction to I. H. Herk, of the 
Mutual Burlesque Association, that “in 
the event embarrassment is occasioned 
by other theatrical interests making re- 
quests for wage reduction the consider- 
ation granted the Mutual Burlesque As- 
Sociation shal] be immediately canceled.”

For Loss of Property 


NEW YORK, Dec. 23.—Herman Gant- 
voort nas started suit against the N. Y., 
N. H. & Hartford R. R. to recover $700, 
the value of property stolen last March 
from a railroad car belonging to the 
company. which was transporting his 
production, Bottled in Bond, from this 
city to Mamaroneck. 

The loss was suffered mostly by Mil- 
dred McCoy, at present in Belasco’s play, 
It’s a Wise Child. The railroad company 


‘contends that its liability is limited to 


$100 under a clause in the transporta- 
tion contract which stipulates that in 
the case of theft from one of its trains 
the railroad’s liability shall not exceed 
$100 for the property of each individual 
passenger and $1,000 for the manager's 
property. 

Gantvocrt maintains that as the 
Equity contract makes him responsible 
for the property of his players while in 
transit, the stolen goods should in effect 
be considered his property and the rail- 
road company be held fully liable for 
the loss.

Claim Award 


Surety Company Carries 
S15,.000 “Padlocks” De- 
cision to High Court 


NEW YORK, Dec. 23.—The Equitable 
Surety Company has filed notice of ap 
peal from the decision of the Supreme 
Court ordering it to pay ovet to Frank 
Gillmore, as treasurer of Actors’ Equity 
Association, the $15,000 bond posted by 
Duo-Arts Productions as security for the 
cast of Padlocks of 1927, in which Texa 
Guinan was starred. 

Two issues of importance to Equity 
in safeguarding claims of its members 
against bonds posted by managers, as 
well as the question of whether Texas 
Guinan shail receive $7,000 or $15,000 of 
a 826,000 judgment against Duo-Arts, 
are involved 

The action is originally baSed on an 
arbitration between Miss Guinan and 
Duo-Arts, arising from her appearance in 
Padlocks of 1927. The latter show got 
a cold reception when it opened in New 
York. To give it a chance to catch on, 
Miss Guinan consented to take a $1,500 
cut in salary, bringing her weekly wage 
down to $2,000. She stipulated, however, 
that the $1,500 weekly cut was to be 
allowed to accumulate and paid over to 
her if business picked up or when thé 
musical closed. Following the closing 
the managers refused to pay her the 
accumulated fund, contending that she 
bad taken a cut in salary with no men- 
tion of repayment. The dispute was 
submitted to arbitration 

The surety company then refused to 
pay to Miss Guinan the $15,000 bond 
posted by Duo-Arts. They maintained 
they were not a party to the arbitration 
and hence not bound by the award, and 
secondly that the surety agreement ex- 
plicitly stated that no member of a cast 
was to receive more than two weeks’ 
salary from the bond. 

It is these two points which are to 
be passed upon by the Appellate Division 
of the Supreme Court. 

Following the surety company's repu- 
diation of the arbjtration award, Equity 
stepped in as the contracting party with 
the surety company. As assignee of Miss 
Guinan’s claim, Gillmore brought suit in 
the Supreme Court for confirmation of 
the award. 

The Supreme Court upheld the award 
and ruled further that the surety com- 
pany turn over the bond to Gillmore. 

The appeal is set for hearing next 
month.

Migration to Movie I dleness 


Has Legit. Actors Worrying 


NEW YORK, Dec. 23.—In circles where 
actors congregate the opinion is being 
repeatedly voiced that the movie pro- 
ducers are operating consciously to 
weaken the legitimate drama in addition 
to the active competition to the stage 
of the talkies. 

The players see in the wholesale 
migration to Hollywood of the leading 
actors, actresses and stage directors a 
factor which is not only making plays 
more difficult to cast, but is lessening 
productions in quality. The signing of 
the best Broadway producers for the 
movies, they say, obviously curtails the 
legit. activities of those Managers, giving 
Broadway and the road fewer outstand- 
ing attractions. 

One of the chief points the actors 
make to buttress their contention is the 
way noted actors, directors and play- 
wrights are tied up under long contracts, 
transported to the Coast and then kept 


in idleness and out of theatrical 
activity, while they draw large salaries. 

Numerous instances of this sort are 
related. A prominent playwright who 
spent four months in Hollywood under 
contract to a movie company was called 
in once by a studio director and told 
to write a funny bit of business for an 
exit scene in a talkie then in produc- 
tion. When the playwright turned up 
the next morning with the new scene, 
the director was amazed, and told him 
that he had not been expected to produce 
anything for two weeks. A well-known 
Broadway actor has been under exclusive 
contract to a film firm since last Octo- 
ber and has not yet been called to the 
Coast. Meanwhile he draws his salary 
every week. A director who has staged 
many important Broadway offerings was 
called in twice to studio conferences in 
the course of a long sojourn in Holly- 
wood under contract.

Director Wins 
Point in Suit 


Jersey Judge Rules Gribble 
Had Continued Interest— 


N. Y. Agreement Held 


NEW YORK. Dec. 21. — The prest 
and importance of stage directors wa 
placed on a new high level by a ruling 
this week of Vice-Chancellor Fallon in 
Hoboken Chancery Court. Judge Fallon 
in denying the motion of Christopher 
Morley and Cleon Throckmorton, of the 
Hoboken Theatrical Company, to strike 
out the bill of complaint of Harry Wag- 
staff Gribble for an accounting and pay- 
ment of royalties which Gribble charged 
were being withheld from him in viola- 
tion of contract, made a statement from 
the bench as follows: 

“Tho Morley and Throckmorton raised 
the funds and organized the famous 
‘Seacoast of Bohemia’, it was Gribble, the 
director, who breathed life into the pro- 
duction, After Dark, and was largely re- 
sponsible for its success.” 

The court decided that any sums due 
under the Gribble-Hoboken agreement 
were to be held in trust for him and 
that the case was properly a Chancery 
Court matter. 

Morley and Throckmorton sought to 
upset a contract entered into with Grib- 


ble, whereby the director became en- 
titled to 20 per cent of the box-office 
receipts above $2,200 for all productions 


he directed during the season 1928-1929, 
On the ground that Gribble had been 
more than compensated for his work 
from the money he had received up to 
the time it was decided that he was no 
longer needed. 


Justice Fallon’s ruling marked also 
the first time that the trust-fund pro- 
vision of the minimum basic agreement 


between the Dramatists’ Guild and the 
Producing Managers’ Association had 
been adjudged legal outside of New 
York. 


This provision which was incorporated 
into the Gribble agreement with Morley 
and Throckmorton reads: 

“Any portion of the gross receipts due 
you for royalties, if not paid immedi- 
ately on receipt thereof by us, shall be- 
long to you and shall be held in trust 
until payment, and the ownership of 
said trust fund shall not be questioned 
whether the moneys are physically segre- 
gated or not.” 

Morley and Throckmorton will now 
have to render an accounting of the 
grosses of After Dark, which established 
them as producers, and turn over to 
Gribble the sums* due him under the 
agreement. z

The Theater Guild Studio makes its 
bow with this play—the first of the 
translations from the products of the 
Soviet playwrights. The Theater Guild 
in the selection of this play leaves itself 
open to additional criticism on that old 
score, that foreign plays are considered 
first. Perhaps this is not true and they 
are looking for good American plays, but 
if it is this reviewer guesses there are 
thousands of manuscripts kicking around 
this continent that are stronger techni- 
cally, more coherent philosophically, em- 
bracing better stories and erected around 
interesting characters. 

Red Dust is by no means a play with- 
interest. It is a gangling opus that 
to fathom the mind of a younger 

generation. In this respect it is 
no different than such a play built 
around college Hife in America might 
have been. It is true the measures and 
the privileges of the students here are 
not as far-reaching and as free as those 
of the present-day Russia, but the meta- 
morphosis of the adolescent mind is the 
same the world over. There is in this 
play a sound argument against Commu-

nism There are moments when the 
production sparkles, and when the play 
itself glitters with brilliance. But these 


moments do not justify the expenditures 
upon so weak an instrument. 

It is difficult to decide exactly the 
motive of the authors.

Biberman has done an ‘arty 
Job of direction and staging that for the 
most part is commendable, until the 
cast disregards the imaginary walls in 
the last scene and rush thru them to 
the rescue of a threatened gir] Biber- 
man, if he maintains this standard and 
remembers there are limits to the extent 
of a director's license, will do things in 
the theater. 

Biberman in the lead looks the part 
and acts it, but his voice does not permit 
him to be the character. an extremely 
important item in the interpretation of 
such a complex role. His emphasis, 
many, Many times, is badly placed and 
his gesticulation is frequently and ob- 
viously false. Gale Sondergaard has pos- 
sibilities. There is a sincerity in her 
efforts to be the abused wife that does 
not for one instant enter into the char- 
acterization of Biberman. Ruth Nelson 
gives a fine performance and so does 
Franchot Tone. The smaller bits, all of 
which are confusing, are for the most 
part done with extreme care by earnest 
actors. 

The sets are artistically arresting, but 
materially not very revealing. Perhaps 
the direction is to be blamed for the all 
too frequent call upon the imagination. 

But with all this Red Dust wil] remain 
an interesting experiment and bids well 
of what may come of this experimental 
department of the progressive Theater 
Guild.

In a sense 
it is. for while made of very flimsy ma- 
terial and shot full of hokum that is 
nothing but hokum it manages after an 
act and a half of frightful melodrama 
to develop into an amusing play that 
should provide numerable evenings of

Enter 
Inspector Kennedy who after two acts 
unravels the mystery that makes up an 
amusing occasion. There is plenty of 
gush thrown into the amazing materia} 
Hodge employs to hold the interest in 
his efforts. Plenty thgt is bad theater. 
It all ends with the: kindly policeman 
turning sentimental and giving the con- 
fessed murderer another chance, fixing 
things up between the estranged lovers 
and telephoning his mother to put the 
coffee on and let him worry about the 
sleeping. 

There are three worth-while parts in 
the play besides that assumed by Hodge. 
Henry Herbert does a_ well-tempered 
piece of work as the raving diseased old 
man, Valerie Bergere is also fine as the 
avenging housekeeper whose daughter 
has been ruined by the old man, and 
Margaret Mul len does well. Maurice 
Burke as Tony Carroll should tone down 
his work considerably to make his per- 
formance even. He appears too anxious 
in his desire to be sincere, resulting in a 
tendency to overact. In his scene with 
Henry Herbert Burke he is himself and 
his ability is quite apparent. His por- 
trayal following this scene should be 
evened to the same pace and his per- 
formance would "be splendid. 

Fodge has done a well-timed bit of 
direction. The play, after he gets into 
it. is paced welf with the audience sit- 
ting on seats’ e@ges for the next move 
of the sentimental detective. It is 
typical William Hodge entertainment, 
altho in a somewhat different vein. 

Cleon Throckmorton's one set is suit- 
able.

Union Head» 
On Talkies 


Inveighs Against Unfair Con- 
ditions—Material Protec- 


tion—Own Dept. Likely 


NEW YORK, Dec. 23.—In a statement 
released recently by Phil Phillips, prest- 
dent of the Actors’ Union of America, it 
was announced that immediate steps are 
being taken to advise its members to 
refrain from having their acts or attrac- 
tions reproduced in synchronized form 
“except in such cases where productive 
conditions have been declared fair by 
this organization”. 

Phillips ctates that the action was 
prompted by the receipt of innumerable 
complaints from owners of standard 
vaudeville acts who made sound or talkie 
shorts. The tenor of the complaints has 
been that compensation is inequitable 
the actor receiving a little better than an 
average week's salary. Phillips squawks 
that the making of a talkie short auto- 
matically presents the canned offering to 
hundreds of theaters here and abroad 
This Phillips interprets as ruinous to the 
actor, since he furnishes his act to man- 
agers to the extent of 50 and more weeks 
at about a week's salary, jeopardizing at 
the same time the already poor market 
for his in-the-flesh act and those of his 
brother performers. 

In the investigation of conditions in 
the talkie field by the AUOA, according to 
the Phillips statement, it came upon the 
question of material protection. He ex- 
plains the results of the probe thusly: 

“In considering this question we have 
learned that in a great many instances 
the vaudeville actor realized after mak- 
ing a talkie short that he had unknow- 
ingly lost ownership of his material used 
in the production, inasmuch as the pro- 
ducer, at the time of contracting, liter- 
ally bought the material and its copy- 
right protection outright, leaving the 
victimized actor without an act he could 
call his own and without means of legal 
redress. 

“Even the acts who have fortunately 
escaped such victimizing circumstances 
and who still retain their legal owner- 
ship of their material have something 
else to contend with in that they gener- 
ally find their in-the-flesh engagements 
being frequently canceled because their 
act in synchronized form had preceded 
them in various theaters in which they 
were slated to appear.” 

Phillips ends his statement with th¢ 
admonition that performers should work 


in the “canning field” only ‘where 
“equitable conditions (if any) exist”, and 
reveals that “if a more practicable 


method cannot be found to combat these 
existing evils this organization may take 
advantage of an offer recently made by a 
well-known Middle West production con- 
cern and institute a short-subiect pro- 
duction department for the employment 
of members having adaptable vaudeville 
acts. They will not only be compensated 
with just salaries, but shall also be en- 
couraged meritoriously” by receiving 4 
deserved share of royalties.”

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Out of Straight Vaude. Jan. 
4—Hybrid Policy Possible 
Solution 


NEW YORK, Dec. 23.—As had been ex- 
pected momentarily since the dull open- 
ing of a vaudeville season that never 
opened, the Riverside will drop out of 
the straight vaudeville category on Janu- 
ary 4. This will leave but two strictly 
big-time houses in the country, the 
Palaces in New York and Chicago. But 
the Riverside, which was carefully nursed 
as a big-timer, but rarely showed signs of 
responding to treatment, will neither 
take on straight films nor will it fall 
strictly into the vaudefilm category. The 
uptown house, which has become some- 
thing of a white elephant on the hands 
of the RKO Circuit, will be the retort of 
a novel experiment in pop.-price policy. 
It will have split-week changes of six 
acts, and the remaining two spots will 
be filled by a galaxy of short sound 
subjects 

Besides the news, Pathe Review and 
other items in the novelty miscellany, 
the former big-time stand will be sup- 
plied twice weekly with such shorts that 
approach closest to the category of acts 
transplanted to the talking screen. This 
bizarre arrangement, which bars feature 
releases trom a house that devotes nearly 
as much running time in its program to 
screen entertainment, is brought about 
because of the Riverside’s close proximity 
to the 81st Street and the impossibility. 
as revealed last season, of bucking the 
southmost house with similar film 
bookings. 

Fox has an interest in the Riverside 
and this presents another difficulty to 
those seeking a reasonable way out of 
non-clicking straight vaudeville. Fox's 
Japanese Gardens, a pop.-price picture 
rind, is located alongside the Riverside 
There appears to be some agreement with 
Fox which forbids RKO from converting 
the Riverside into a cheap grind. The 
question of film product is also a cone 
Sideration which has prompted the deci- 
sion to start the hybrid policy on Janu- 
ary 4 

Under the new Riverside plan the 
house will grind out four film innings 
daily and three vaudeville shows, one in 
the afternoon and two in the evening. 
An RKO executive intinvated that if the 
new policy, which is said to have no 
counterpart in the country, is successful 
here it will be utilized in other houses of 
the circuit where it is impossible to book 
feature flickers because of self-opposition 
ind other factors.

For that matter vaudeville is no great shakes either as a promising 


proposition for the tenanting of the 300 
or more Shubert houses scattered thru- 
out the country, but*under the condi- 
tions alleged to be tied up with the 
return of the Shuberts to the vaudeville 
field it seems likely that this will shape 
up as the best way out of the present 
fix. 

Since the Shuberts called it quits in 
September, 1923, after experimenting 
with vaudeville for two seasons and 
bucking the old Albee regime of the then 
big time, they have not been actively 
identified with the field. The reports 
connecting tke realtor-producers with 
the formation of a new vaudeville enter- 
prise were not seriously weighed by the 
trade until last week. New faith in the 
likelihood of the reported project was 
manifest, however, when the word went 
around that the planning had proceed- 
ed as far as considering a man for the 
job of genera] booking manager of the 
enterprise. 


It is being freely circulated around 
the street that a logical choice for the 
key job of an organization that has 
actually been formed only in the ex- 
change of sotto voce whispers is Edgar 
Allen, who was last identified in a book- 
ing capacity with the Fox office under 
Jack Loeb. During the last several 
months, Allen has been affiliated with 
the Ed Davidow office, which is looked 
upon as.an extra-lega] link of the Shu- 
bert organization. It is an indisputable 
fact that Allen is one of the most capa- 
ble vaudeville bookers in the country 
Since reports have gone as far as con- 
necting Allen with the Shubert vaude- 
ville enterprise, the wiseacrés are more 
confident than ever that there is some- 
thing substantial to the persistent re- 
ports. They are working along the the- 
ory that where there is smoke there is 
fire. 

Allen was reached by The Billboard 
at his hotel suite where he was recover- 
ing from ,a stubborn cold.

Only 14 Signed in Year 


NEW YORK, Dec. 23.—A special class 
of Mability insurance, issued to perform- 
ers by the Travelers’ Insurance Company, 
for loss of baggage, stage paraphernalia 
or personal belongings during transit, will 
be discontinued January 1. This form 
of insurance was drawn up thru the in- 
fluence of Pat Casey, of the VMPA, sev- 
eral years ago, for the protection of ar- 
tistes and managers, who had appealed 
to the association toa secure an adjust- 
ment or reimbursement for such losses. 
The insurance company is to discontinue 
the policy because of lack of interest, 


which has been diminishing yearly since 
its inception, until now only a handful 
of artistes are availing themselves of the 


protection Policy provided $1,000 in- 
surance at a yearly premium of $25 

The members of the NVA were ad- 
vised thru Henry Chesterfield of cancel-+ 
lation of the policy, by the following an- 
nouncement: 

“You are hereby notified that the 
floater policy, covering the baggage, 
equipment and personal effects of ar- 
tistes, issued by the Travelers’ Insurance 
Company, will be discontinued on and 
after January 1, 1930. 

“The reason for discontinuing this 
service to artistes is due to the lack of 
interest, as only 14 artistes availed them- 
selves of this protection during the year

Generally Poorer Than Last 
Season — Brooklyn in 
Tough Fix 


NEW YORK, Dec. 23. — Business in 
vaudefilmers of larger circuits in and 
around here is generally poorer than last 
season at this time, but this condition 
does not hold good all around. In sevy- 
eral of the overseated communities of 
the Bronx the vaudefilmers are suffering 
most, as in the case of the opposition 
battle between the Grand, Fordham and 
Paradise in the Fordham section. The 
Paradise, a recently opened de luxer, | 
making a big dent into the Grand, also 
a Loew house, and the Fordham is also 
reported nearer the red than the black 
due to the patronage draw of the Para- 
dise. 


Scattered Loew houses are showing in- 
creases over last year, and the best bets 
among the RKO neighborhoods are the 
former Proctor houses, the 58th Street 
and 86th Street. The 58th Street has 
no opposition, but the 86th Street is 
running a neck-to-neck race with Loew's 
Orpheum. Both houses are well out of 
the red, however. The Loew house is 
getting the film breaks, and the 86th 
Street is far stronger on the vaude. end 

Business prospects in Brooklyn neigh- 
borhoods ere far less encouraging than 
in -Manhattan and the Bronx This is 
attributed to the growing importance of 
the boro’s downtown section as an 
amusement center. Even in the new 
White Way of the boro the mammoth 
Loew, Paramount and Fox houses are 
the victims of a too strenuous opposi- 
tion. They are using shows and other- 
wise carrying overheads that are far too 
large to make money. and several times 
this season these houses have in turn 
gone ‘vay below in the red column 
Loew's Metropolitan has been hit worst 
of all by the theater-building operations 
in the Borough Hall section. The house 
barely makes a go of it now, whereas it 
was once one of Loew's consistent 
money-makers The Albee has had a 
hard fight in the midst of this feverish 
battle for business, but is said to be 
coming along nicely now. 

Among Brooklyn's neighborhoods, the 
newer of the RKO houses are finding it 
tough sledding A lack of strong film 
material accounts for this, it is said. and

Song, Marrianne, Alibi, Rio Rita, Con- 
demned, Street Girl, Dance of Life and 
The Cock-Eyed World 

Applause, starring 
which is not ret released generally, was 
ohe of the finest pieces of directorial 
effort brought to the screen this season 
under the guidance cf Rouben Mantou- 
lian, while General Crack, John Barry- 
more’s first talking production, will no 
Goubt find its place among the 10 best 
of next year, not beng included in this 
year’s country-wide releases. 

It is rather significant that none of 
the revue type productions will find a 
position in the 10 best of the year. The 
Hollywood Revue, which presented nov- 
elty, was preceded by such raves from 
the Coast before its New York premiere 
that it was evidently hurt by too much 
publicity. On With the Show, built on 
the order of the revue, yet with a slight 
stcry, was the first of the all-color 
films and just barely missed the mark, 
while its successor, The Show of Shows, 
might be called the first real flop. For 
Movietone Follies is another of the revue 
type that proved novel but not strong 
enough to rank among‘the 10 best.

LONDON, Dec. 21.—Movie cens¢rship is 
to be tightened in Engiand. J. R. Clynes, 
home secretary, has issued a2 mMemoran- 


dum to local licensing authorities which 
aims to keep children away from films 
inciting to immorality and crime. 

The memorandum instructs that 


children under 16 must be accompanied 
by parents or guardians when secking 
admittance to theaters where certain 
specified classes of films are being ex- 
hibited.

CHICAGO, Dec. 21.—A syndicate, com- 
posed of stockholders of the ‘National 
Theaters, Inc., tried unsuccessfully this 
week to buy the 11 houses comprising 
the National string. They were outbid 
by the Bird Theater Corporaticn, of Mil- 
waukee, which acquired the properties at 
bankruptcy sale Monday For the 10 
theaters, four of which are held in fee 
Simple and six under long-term leases, 
$110,000 was paid, the purchaser assum- 
ing debts totaling $4,450,000. 

The bankruptcy sale was conducted by 
Referee Garfield Charles. During the 
past two years the property has been 
held by the Chicago Title & Trust Com- 
pany, receivers. The Bird Company, 
purchaser, was organized in March of 
this year, with R. L. Golden, Lester J 
Nash and H. G. Yost as incorporators 
There are rumors, which could not be 
confirmed, that the theaters eventually 
will be taken, over by the Fox company. 

Houses included in the sale are the 
Avalon, Capitol, Stratford and Chatham, 
held in fee simple, and the Grove, Cosmo 
Highland, West Englewood, Jeffery and 
Empress, all South Side houses. The 
Colony Theater, controlled by the cor- 
poration, was nct included in the Sale, 
the bidder asking for an extension of 
time. It will be offered for sale Janu- 
ary 15.

Season Best Ever. Says Billy 
Wehle—Many Changes 
Planned 


Billroy’s Comedians, Billy Wehle, sole 
owner and manager, brought their tent

Burlesque today is a form of stage en- 


tertainment that appeals to a certain 
class of men and a few women, and to 
attract their patronage the producers 


must give them a presentation by bur- 
lesque players. 

Considering the ever-changing condi- 
tions in circuit burlesque there is little 
Cr no cause for peevishness or unwar- 
ranted palaver on the part of producers 
or players. 

Since the opening of the season in 
August until recently there have been 59 
shows and 48 houses in actual operation, 


with but two to four weeks layoff for 
each company,, thereby giving them 
about 15 weeks actual work and the 


prospect of many more to follow, some- 
thing that but few producers and play- 


ers in other lines of theatricals have 
had during the current season. 
Granted that producers are required 


to play several non-guarantee towns in 


which they-lose some money, their loss 
isn’t excessive considering their actual 
investment, the same being applicable 


to the players. 

Be that as it may, persistent pessimistic 
palaver on the part of producers and 
players isn’t going to improve conditions 
and the sooner they get together fo: 
more congenial competitive co-operation 
the better it will be for circuit burlesque, 
which is only its weakest 
link, and each and every producer and 
player a link that must be made 
strong by co-operation if the chain or 
circuit is to remain unbroken.

A thoro investigation of local condi- 
tions, industrial and theatrical, in all 
cities presenting Mutual Circuit bur- 
lesque convinced Herk that if the cir- 
cuit was to continue functioning until 
the close of the current season there 


would have to be a radical retrenchment 
in the operation of houses and shows 
House managers were called upon to 
submit a budget of their operating ex- 
penses for comparison with their re- 
spective receipts for the last 15 weeks 
The figures and facts thus obtained 
compared with the operating expenses 
of companies resulted in Herk issuing an 


order to house managers to cut their 
weekly guarantee to companies from 
$1,800 to $1,700. 

Company managers were notified in 


advance that the cut becomes effective 
this week and for the most part they 
posted notices accordingly, calling for a 
cut in salaries of principals. 


Canavan and Herk Confer 


Friday morning Herk in conference 
with William Canavan, president of the 


Machine Operators, submitted documen- 
tary evidence of the operating expenses 
of houses and shows on the Mutual Cir- 
cuit, thereby convincing Canavan that 
a cut in the salaries of stage crews of 
companies was necessary to the con- 
tinuance of the circuit, thus bringing 
about a mutual agreement on a weekly 
cut of $5 in the salaries of stage carpen- 
ters, electricians and props en tour for 
the balance of the season. 

The opening paragraph of this article 
referring. to Herk’s confidential letter 
to operators of shows was in print prior 
to our interview with Herk on Wednes- 
day relative to the rumors of a cut in 
guarantee 

Being the firgt interview that Herk 
has granted us in many months we were 
agreeably surprised at his willingness to 
discuss conditions on the circuit and his 
reasons for cancellation of non-profitable 
houses and subsequent closing of shows 
and rerouting of remaining shows. 


Based upon indisputable facts and 
figures his reasoning is along logical and 


practical lines for the continuance of 
the circuit, as any other course at the 
present time would in all probability 


result in the collapse of the entire cir- 
cuit. 


Conceded Conditions 


During the current week there will be 
46 shows on the circuit, with 3 laying 
off, 40 playing to guarantees and 3 on 
sharing terms at Springfield, Albany and 
Scranton.

LARMED lack of employment for thousands of its members, the 
merican Federation of Musicians has resorted to the unusu4l] ex- 
pedient.of a national advertising campaign to uphold the merits 
ef “real music” as against mechanical isic. By “real n istic”, of course, 
the Federation means music that < to the hearer without any 
mechanical intervention oetween him and the performer, and the Feder- 
ation’s campsign is obviously directed chiefly against t} mechan ical 
music that is now used in motion picture theaters almost to the total 
exclusion cf “real music”. 


The musician has no quarrel with the pho — 


since experience 
has demonstrated that not on!y does the mcekine of 


the records provide 


emrloyment for musicians but that the wide use of them stimulates a 
public demand for music which extends to “real” music Likewise 
with the radio, which has an even better record, from the musician's 
ViewPoint, than the phoncgraph. The hundreds of broadcasting studios 
in the cities supply employment for thousands of professional musi- 
cians. 

In the same manner, it is altogether probable that the grievance 


of the musicians against the ‘‘synchronized" music of the films, which 


has replaced the theater orchestra, will soon find that its reason for 
existence has disappeared. Music, it may be observed, is one of the 
permanent things. The public may absorb an increased amount of 
mechanical music, but each year will find a greater mmber who regard

A Milne play, done with exquisite 
taste, acted by a superb cast, includin 
an amusing story on an interesting 
theme, Michael and Mary is a production 
worth the attention Charles Hopkins has 


given it. It can easily be called super- 
sentiment but only because A. A. 
Milne generally puts into his writings a 
dash of nursery dialog. Even this, just 


superstructure around the main theme, 
cannot tear down what Milne builds up. 

Michael and Mary meet one day in the 
British Marv. deserted by her 
husband, contemplates suicide Michael 
dissuades her. maintains her for a few 
months, and then, with full knowledge of 


museum 


the danger, marries her The dread of 
bigamy hangs over them thru life. One 
day Harry Price, the erring husband, 
returns and Michael kills him. He tells 
a plausible story to the police and is 
let off His son, David, later lls his 


parents he is married. Milne contrives 
to have the marriage follow an outburst 


by the son against a person who has 
maligned the moral character of his fa- 
ther, the great Michael Rowe, author. 
Michael then tells his son and his bride 
the story of Michael and Mary. Every 
shred of fear removed, Michael and Mary 
rejoice only to be apprised that Con- 


stable Cuff is calling. Cuff is a police- 


man who investigated the death of 
Price He is still investigating his life 
and slowly is learning the story of 
Michael and Mary, and so they go on 


with the sins of their past still con- 
fronting them. 

There is much sentiment in this play 
because Michael and Mary gq thru life 
holding hands. It is presented in such 
a convincing manner that the improb- 


ability of it is forgotten 

Hopkins has directed with care. The 
overtones to accentuate danger when the 
danger arrives is minutely handled, so 
that from the moment Harry Price en- 
ters the scene a menacing atmosphere 
comes over the action of the play 
Obviously it is not in the script—the 
dialog. It is all direction and acting 

Henry Hull gives a memorable per- 
formance for the most part. altho there 
are moments when the old complain 
against Hull comes back. He lets his 
voice dwindle away to a whisper too 
much and at other times the rapidity 


of his enunciation is astounding. Edith 
Barrett lends the role of Mary exactly 
what it needs A fragile, dependent 
ever-young person. who goes thru life 
safely as long as she has her hand on 
the arm of Michael Two small parts 
in the play are done by performers that 
make them outstanding. One is a pe- 
culiar cockney landlady. done by Alice 


Belmore Cliffe. and the other a cockney 
policeman, done by Harry Beresford. 
Evidence of the Hopkins care is ap- 
parent in both parts. Vernon Kelso is 
well cast, too. Only Allan Willey seems 
to be out of place in the cast Willey 
does his best with the part of the son, 
but he is not at al] like a son Michael 
and Mary would have, altho his lines 


are quite evidently those that a son of 
Michael and Mary would read. 

The settings employed are correct in 
every detail. with special attention given 
to the detail 

Michael and Mary is a play that only 
A A. Milne could write and write inter- 
estingly. Charles Hopkins’ taste is just 
what the play needed and very much 
like the characters in the play the pro- 
duction will go on.

It d add not a particle to the value 
of Hamlet to present it in grandicse styi¢ Troots of supernuMeraries, 
gorgeous costumes, di ries and loud tr pe give nothing additional 
to the study of life and death as recited in the soliloquy of the Melancholy 
Dane—Trials of Mer Dugans are but travesties upon the trial of the 
King and Hamie ‘s errinc mother thru the use of the troupe of players 
in mimicry of the crime that had been committed. 

A casual look o1 the lists and reviews of current “theatricals” 
would doubtless suggest the idea that the people of tcday are content 
with a gaudy folly; that auciences must be fed up with sex talk 
abd iction, d extensively and accompanied by jazz music (?) 
Yet there are people who would prefer a drama of thought, and could 
sit thru a few acts cf serious argument, Shakespeare hes not had great 
attention in the vears since the World War.

Conclusion: Ukiah 
Rodeo Association folks claim that “Jack 
Dempsey” is the toughest bucking horse 
in the world—never been ridden by pull- 
ing leather or any other way. 


DO YOU remember when: The Bull- 
board first started its Corral depart- 
ment? Eddie McCarty was a keen bronk- 
riding contestant? George Elser rode a 
paint pony called “Old Doc” as a trick 
rider? When Johnny Agee first did the 
stunt of going under a horse’s neck? 
Adhle Von Ohl rode diving horses at the 
New York Hippodrome? When the Ar- 
lington & Beckmann Oklahoma Ranch 
Wild West toured fromgNew Jersey to 
the Coast and back and’ then did some 
trouping in South America? When Jack 
Joyce and Escaval did their stuff in 
Germany? When Will Rogers played the 
S. & CC. vaudeville circuit? When 
Charlie Thompson had hi¥ Wild West? 
When Tex McLeod chailenged the world 
with his Masked Marvel? When Bee Ho 
Gray and Ada Sommerville first intro- 
duced “Onion” and “Diavwolo"? When 
Bill Dickey had Tom Mix one of his 
cowboys? When Bill Sweeney had the 
Mounted Cowboy Band? When Col. 
Cummins had the Wild West out with 
Walter L. Main? When the Frisco Band 
was a feature with the Mulhall Wild 
West? 


FROM JACK COLLARD, Toronto, Can.: 
“I read with interest Gus, Hornbrooke’s 
remarks in The Corral in reference to 
go0d Western performanceg From view- 
ing numerous performances given in 
Toronto lately, the trouble seems to me 
to be lack of showmanship. For in- 
stance, in the Big Show performance the 
past summer @ performer went under 
the belly of his horse. A clever piece 
of riding at any time, but there was 
scarcely a hand given by ‘he large audi- 
ence. This was because she stunt was 
done practically unannounced and was 
Over before the announcer finished 
speaking. I turned to some friends and 
asked if they had seen its ‘Seen what?’ 
was the reply. And the ropers: About 
all they think of nowadays is ‘ocean 
waves’, Shades of Bee Ho Gray and his 
three-rope catch, or Will Rogers and his 
figure eight! This reminds me of Lyman 
Dunn (Mabel Mack’s husband) and his 
remark to Jimmie Foster, his chief of 
cowboys, when Jimmie was bitten with 
the ocean-wave bug, namely: ‘Jimmie, 
why don’t you cut cut that waving and 
do something that looks harder?’, and 
Lyman said a mouthful. To my friends 
in the Wild West line: Take a seat 
among the audience once in a while and 
listen to the remarks (don't get sore if 
they pan a little) and figure out for 
yourself the performance you are giving 
from their points of view—maybe it will 
help a great deal. I noticed Shorty 
Campbell down the ‘main stem’ in To- 
ronto exploiting The Virainian. Here's 
a Do You Remember: When the bronk 
went thru the fence at Pittsburgh and 
took Frank Bison for a ride downtown?” 


THE FOLLOWING letter for publica- 
tion (with a few policy corrections) was 
recently received from John E. Hartwig, 
Glasgow. Mont., and one of the directors 
of the Rcdeo Association of America: 

“After reading the last one of Tex 
Sherman’s periodical outbursts, entitled 
Championships in the Rodeo Worla, 
T could not resist to reach for my hum- 
ble pen to reply to some of his sugges- 
tions. made in his effort to rejuvenate 
the dving (%) rodeo game. Is Sherman 
ignorant of the existence of the Rodeo 
Assotiation of America that was formed 
at Salinas, Calif.. last winter, or what 
is his object of agitating the forming 
of a new organization? It is true that 
several attempts have been made two 
organize, and it finally materialized into 
this real organization. He makes 
mention of a few rodeo promoters to get 
together to thrash this champtonship 
question out—preferably in Chicago 

I wish to say a few words in regard 
to the annual contests held in the West 
that have established themselves to such

an extent that the rodeo has become a 
recognized Western sport and is as 
strongly entrenched out here as the large 
ball games are in the East. Sherman 
Says there are about 25 real rodeos pro- 
duced and about 1,000 that are not 30 
good, but that are advertising their 
shows as an Official world’s champion- 
ship. Let’s get ‘down to earth’. Last 
winter at Salinas, Calif., the Rodeo As- 
sociation of America was formed with a 
view to perpetuate and elevate the cow- 
boy sports to a recognized level, to form 
a set of standard rules and to determine 
the actual world’s champion, and I wish 
to say this organization has made a 
wonderful success of its first year of 
functioning. At the call of Fred Mc- 
Cargar fully 52 representatives of legiti- 
mate rodeos gathered at Salinas, and all 
questions and suggestions that Sherman 
was just one year late in submitting 
were gone over thoroly. It seems to me 
that if Tex really had the interests of 
cowboy sports at heart that would have 
been the place for him I understand 
he was in California at the time, but 
did not honor us with his presence. Get- 
ting back to the ‘1,000 not so good’, a 
canvass was made of all rodeos, large or 
small, with a view of determining the 
actual number of legitimate rodeos that 
would be interested to join this organi- 
zation. Only about 60 rodeos were 
found to be in existence, of which, to 
my knowledge, 48 or more have so far 
joined the association. 


“The rules were gone Over and are 
being used by every member, and with 
the exception of a few objectionahle fea- 
tures that were eliminated they are 
practically the same rules used at the 
larger contests—by the way, a repre- 
sentative of the Humane Society was 
also present and offered a few valuable 
suggestions that were seriously con- 
sidered. 


“Now we come to the championship 
question: Apparently Sherman is not 
familiar with the constitution, by-laws 
and workings of this association. Owing 
to the large number of contestants and 
contests in the different parts of the 
States and Canada it is wholly impos- 
sible to determine one certain place (by 
popular vote or otherwise) for con- 
testants that have won money some 
where to meet and compete for ty 
championship. This looks too much like 
a combine of a few larger rodeos in the 
East to cash in on the value of such a 
show and letting the annual, established 
rodeos pul] theirs in the earlier part of 
the season. In this game a champion can- 
not be made in one contest on a certain 
string of horses, but he can certainly 
prove his championship caliber by com- 
peting at all association rodeos and 
competing under a point-award system 
(similar to a baseball player’s batting 
average) which was adapted by the asso- 
ciation. As information, and with 
apologies to Fred McCargar, secretary 
of the Rodeo Association of America, [ 
shall explain this point-award system: 
The association has adopted five major 
events in cowboy sports in which points 
are awarded. For instance, in the bronk 
riding and the other four events the 
winner of first place receives 100 points, 
second 75, third 50 and fourth 25. The 
results are sent in to the secretary, and 
at the end of the season the contestant 
having the highest number of points in 
bronk riding would naturally be the 
champion in that particular event, and 
the man receiving the highest number 
of awards in all five major events is 
declared the champion all-round cow- 
boy. This system has proven its merits, 
as the cowboy who is now high man iu 
the bronk riding has proven that he 
won all these awards against a field of 
top hands. This applies to roping and 
other sports of the game. Now, letting 
these boys meet in the East somewhere 
would not give the smaller rodeos a 
chance to draw any worth-while con- 
testants—I refer to the rodeos in Ari- 
zona, New Mexico, etc., who are members 
of the association and who do not show 
until December—where the boys are 
still receiving point awards and the 
champions cannot be determined until 
the close of the season. I think that a 
cowboy who can go thru the entire sea- 
son and keep adding to his points really 
has the champion stuff in him, and he 
has earned it. Let us give these fellows 
due credit. Don’t think for a moment 
that the contestants are disinterested— 
they are keen on getting these awards 
and they are really trying to determine 
the actual champions by competing at 
all association contests. A few remarks 
on the suggestions by Raymond Knight 
interviewed by Tex Sherman, printeci 
and numbered in the December 7 issue 
No. 1—This association is not excluding

Matter Will Be One of Main Topics of Disenssion at Anuual 
Meeting—Investigation Being Made by Special 
Committee of Fair Men Thruout State 


MILLEDGEVILLE, Ga., Dec. 21—Alleged exorbitant rates charged by electric 
light and power companies in Georgia to agricultural fairs over the State are 
being investigated by the Association of Georgia Fairs, and will be one of the 
main topics of discussion at the annual meeting of the association at the Baldwin 


Hotel here, February 6 and 7. 
parts of the State, made at the last an- 
nual meeting of the association, held in 
Macon in February, a resolution was in- 
troduced bitterly condemning the power 
companies for their alleged unfair treat- 
ment of local county fairs. After con- 
siderable discyssion, the resOlution was 
referred to a committee for investiga- 
tion, and this committee will make its 
report at the next annual convention. 

Cc. B. McCwilar, of Milledgeville, presi- 
aent of the Association of George Fairs, 
states that while there have been a few 
minor reductions in rates charged fairs 
this year, the rates for power and light 
for agricultural fairs in the State are 
not uniform, and excessive amounts are 
being charged all fairs. He predicts that 
a vigorous protest will be made at the 
mext convention and filed with the 
Georgia Public Service Commission. 

The following officials of the fair as- 
sociations over the State have been ap- 
pointed as a special committee by Presi. 
dent McCullar to investigate the alleged 
high rates: Hon. S. Courson, a member 
of the Legislature from Treutlin County, 
and secretary of the Soperton, Ga., 
Fair. chairman of the committee; E. Ross 
Jordan, secretary-manager of the Georgia 
State Exposition, Macon, secretary of the 
committee: S. D. Truitt, Sparta, past 
president of the association, and secre- 
tary of the Hancock County Fair; L. A. 
Akins, Statesboro, secretary of the Bulloch 
County Fair; Wa'ter Harrison, Millen, 
secretary of the Jenkins County Fair and 
of the Jenkins County Bcard of Com- 
merce; Hon. R. C. Freeman, president 
Lanier County Fair, Lakeland, and F. W 
Hendrickson, Milledgeville, vice-president 
of the Middle Georgia Fair.

French Traveling 
Exposition Success 


PARIS, Dec. 11.—Last week marked 
the return to Paris of the Train de 
France, a novel form of traveling 
commercial fair, publicity stunt and 
amusement enterprise. The Train de 
France is composed of a large group 
of specially constructed trailers drawn 
from town to town by tractors. Most 
of these trailers contain exhibits of 
various manufacturers, but others are 
equipped for restaurant service, mo- 
tion picture equipment and radio 

All trailers are so constructed that 
on being installed on the exposition 
grounds they lose the appearance of 
wagons and become a compact but 
attractive unit of a well-arranged ex- 
position grouped around the traile 
serving as projection booth for the 
cinema, which is the big attraction of 
the nomad fair. An admission fee of 
two francs (eight cents) cives access 
to the exposition and the open-ai 
motion picture show which runs a 
continuous program of documentary, 
news and other films. An open-air 
restaurant and radio concerts serve as 
additional attractions. 

The first Train de France started 
its itinerary at Paris early in 1929 
More than 237,000 people paid admis- 
sion to this nomad fair and the ven- 
ture has proven so successful that a 
second group will be put on the road 
in 1930.

This profit was $39,860.82 
larger than last year. 


THE SOUTH TEXAS State Fair, Beau- 
mont, had one of its most successful 
seasons this vear, according to announce- 
ment of the directors. A number of 
improvements will be made before next 
year's exposition opens. 


THE 1929 GREENE COUNTY Fair at 
Xenia, O., made a profit of $3,789.80, ac- 
cording to the annual report of B. U. 
Bell, treasurer of the Greene County 
Agricultural Society. Total fair receipts 
including a balance of $38.89 from 1928 
amounted to $18,523.07 against which 
there were expenditures of $14,694.38, 
leaving a balance of $3,828.69 from which 
the board paid off $3500 of the princi- 
pal of the fairgrounds purchase and 
grand-stand debt. 

Total debt remaining on the grounds 
and grand stand is $7.000 In three

The fair will be held 
February 11-15. 


C. A. FULLERTON, head of the music 
department, Iowa State Teachers Col- 
lege, Cedar Falls, Ia., is making plans 
for a State-wide country school choir 
composed of approximately 5,000 chil- 
dren to train for presentation of a pro- 
gram of music at the Iowa State Fair 
next August. The movement is now un- 
der way in about 30 counties in the 


State. The State fair board has offered 
to supply each child participating with 
a ticket to the fair good for the day of 
the concert, and the day following. 


A PROFIT from the operation of the 
1929 fair of $331 has been reported at 
the annua] meeting of the Nova Scotia 
Exhibition Commission, Halifax, spon- 
sors of the annual fair which was re- 
vived in 1928. The gross surplus for the 
year to the commission was $5,381. Of 
this sum, $5,049 represented revenue 
from the Forum, an arena which is part 
of the fair plant. This revenue com- 
prised rental for use as skating, hockey, 
concert, bazaar, etc., auditorium. The 
rink is the only one in the maritime 
provinces equipped with an artificial ice 
plant, and ice is available from the mid- 
dle of November to about May 1.

West Virginia Fairs 
Get $20,000 State Aid 


CHARLESTON, W. Va., Dec. 21.—Ap- 
portionment’ of $20,000 appropriated by 
the last Legislature for State aid to fairs 
has been announced by the State 
Department of Agriculture. 

The apportionment was allowed upon 
a basis of approximately 50 per cent of 
their premium lists to 4-H fairs and 
approximately 28.83 per cent of premium 
lists to county and district agricultural 
fairs. 

Of the total appropriation $5,000 was 
allotted to six 4-H fairs, which are con- 
ducted in conjunction with as many 
regional agricultura] fairs. Those fairs, 
their 4-H premium lists and the State 
aid allowed were as follows: Lewis 
County Fair, Weston, premium list, 
$3,200.68; State aid, $1,562.69. West Vir- 
ginia State Fair, Wheeling, premium list, 
$2,000; State aid, $1,000. Greenbrier Val- 
ley Fair, Lewisburg, premium list, 
$1,986.67; State aid, $993.34. Kanawha 
Exposition and 4-H Fair, Charleston, pre- 
mium list, $1,893.85; State aid, $946.93. 
Tri-County Fair, Petersburg, premium 
list, $582.07; State aid, $291.04. Morgans 
Grove Fair Association, Shepherdstown, 
premium list, $412; State aid, $206. 

The sum of $180.32 was reserved from 
the $20,000 appropriation for adjustment 
with agricultural fairs which were not 
included in the allotment of State aid. 
The balance was apportioned to the 
county and district agricultural fairs

An interesting debate at the conven- 
tion of the Nationa) Association of 
Amusement Parks in Chicago was the 
one cn the subject of Scrip vs. Individual 
Gate Admissions. Oscar Lindborg, 
auditor of Playland Park, Rye, N. Y.. 
spoke in favor of the scrip system, and 
the gist of his paper was published in 
the last issue.

“In the first place, you must remem 


ber that Playland is unique in itself. 
It is unique in its construction, manage- 
ment, financial arrangement and general] 
scheme of operation 

“The only thing that I wish to say in 


connection with the objection to the 
scrip ticket is the fact that it makes the 
patrons realize the one important fact 
that they are spending a great deal of 
money in an amusement park, whereas 
in spending their 10 cents only at the 
various attractions which they are 


patronizing they will not feel that they 
are spending in the aggregate the 
amount of money they are spending in 
buying a $1 book or a 65 beok, whatever 
the case might be. 

“I look upon the amusement business 
as, you might say, the McCrory or Wool- 
worth 5 and 10-cent business in amiuse- 
ments. The patrons like to spend 5 or 
10-cent coins at a particular place where 
they can. spend them. In other werds, tf 
they want to ride a Coaster, or if they 
want to ride the Whip, or if they want 
te buy a bag of popcorn, peanuts or 
anything else, they would much prefer 
to spend the actual cash in so foing,

. Playground Statistics 


The December issue of t Play, published 
by the Philadelphia Toboggan Company 
and edited by Jerome P. Fleishman, gives 
Some statistics as regards public play- 
grounds which should be of interest to 
amusement park men. Headed “Just a 
Thought”, the article reads: 

“One of the things that affect the 
welfare of amusement parks, and some- 
thing that is seldom considered, is the 
growth of public playgrounds in our bir 
municipalities. 

“In 1906, 20 cities had public play- 
grounds. 

“In 1928, more than 900 cities had 
them. 

“Only about 300 cities of more than 
8,000 population in this country are now 
without playgrounds of some sort 

“1927, 658 cities spent over $32,000,000 
On playgrounds, and in 535 of these there 
was a total daily attendance of 1,384,782. 

“Which gives the amusement park 
owner something to think about. It 
means, as I have preached in these pages 
time and again, that you have got to 
give a dollar’s worth of honest value 
for every dollar expended by your pa- 
trons. And, what’s more, you've got to 
be on your toes all the time to improve 
your park and its appeal to recreation- 
seekers,” 


Says Ocean Pier 


Is Crying Need 


NEW YORK, Dec. 21.—L. T. Kuhl, real- 
tor of Trenton, N. J., while in the 
metropolis recently, informed The Bill- 
board that a good opportunity has been 
overlooked by amusement men along the 
Jersey coast to establish a seaside resort. 
He stated: “A careful study of the map 
of the Jersey Coast will reveal a stretch 
of land reaching south from Point Pleas- 
ant, located between the Atlantic Ocean 
and Barnegat Bay. This strip, within 
the past few years, has grown by leaps 
and bounds, until today it is a network 
of towns. This part of the coast is at 
tracting more people each year. Among 
some of the popular seaside towns estab- 
lished along this stretch of beach are: 
Bay Head, Normandy Beach, Montolock- 
ing, Lavellete, Ortley, Seaside Heights, 
Berkeley, Seaside Park, and the follow- 
ing towns on the main land: Island 
Heights, Money Island, Ocean Gate, Pine 
Beach, Beachwood, Lakewood and Toms 
River. As these towns increase in popu- 
larity, there is a growing demand for 
amusement places, but. strange to relate, 
no one has seen fit to establish an 
amusement center, where it is greatly 
needed, and where a worth-while oppor- 
tunity exists. 

“The crying need at this time,” Kuhl 
stated, “is for an ocean pier, with popu- 
lar rides, bathhouses and other recre- 
ational features, such as dancing pa- 
villon and theater.” 


City of Bangor May Become 
Nantasket Beach Steamer 


BOSTON, Dec. 21.—Because of the 
Thanksgiving Day conflagration which 
destroyed five of the six Nantasket 
Steamboat Company's excursion steam- 
ers, the City of Bangor, tied up at Com- 
mercial] Wharf here since her sale by 
the Eastern Steamship Lines to Charles 
L. Dimon, of New York, two years ago, 
may be chartered by the Nantasket 
company next summer. 

This ship is much larger than the 
Nantasket boats and was formerly used 
for the overnight trip from Boston to 
Bangor, Me.

Stimulating 
Night Bathing 


Using the above as the title, Fred W. 
Pearce, of Fred W. Pearce & Company, 
Detroit, gave an instructive address at 
the recent convention of the National 
Association of Amusement Parks in 
Chicago. His address in part follows: 

“Many amusement parks have bathing 
facilities, and in a large number of cases 
they represent the chief attraction. A 
modern bathhouse, equipped to handle 
thousands of people, is a big investment. 
and when operated in conjunction with 
@ swimming poo] the investment is, of 
course, materially greater. 


“The size of the investment and the 
shortness of the bathing season make it 
necessary to get the maximum business 
from the beach or pool. Adequate pro- 
vision for night bathing will help to do 
this. 


“Ordinarily bathing hours end at sun- 
set. This means that the average park 
patron can swim only on Saturdays, 
Sundays or holidays. Yet they would 
appreciate a cooling dip after the day’s 
work if the conditions are right. Within 
the last few years several parks have 
installed the proper facilities and suc- 
ceeded in prolonging the bathing day by 
many hours. 

“Stimulating night bathing is not ditf- 
ficult. The chief requirements are 
plenty of light and advertising the fact 
that you provide ‘daylight bathing at 
night’. Place signs in the bathhouse 
telling the hours you are open, with 
some such notice as ‘beach floodlighted 
at night’. 

“The big command is, ‘Let there be 
slight.’ First, the walks leading to the 
athhouse must be brilliantly illumi- 
ated; then the bathhouse, both exterior 
and interior, must be very bright and 
attractive. Of course, the bathhouse and 
surroundings must be scrupulously clean. 
To achieve the best results I would 
strongly urge the liberal use of a good 
interior white paint on the walls and 
ceiling of the bathhouse so that the 
maximum efficiency of the lights is at- 
tained. It is esse. ‘al to have sufficient 
lights properly placed to avoid dark 
corners. 

“If the beach and waters are flood- 
lighted you can get an effect that f® 
almost as good as daylight as far as the 
fun and recreation of your patrons is 
concerned. An abundance of light is 
required to overcome the fear of water 
that most people feel at night. Lignt 
ing dispels this fear at once. 

“IT have found the use of large, wide 
angle floodlights of 1,000 to 2,000 waits 
each very satisfactory. For the average 
pool or beach I would recommend the 
use of 25,000 to 50,000 watts. Where very 
large pools or beaches are to be lighted 
a@ greater wattage would. of course, be 
required. They should be properly dis- 
tributed on towers, the roofs of build- 
ings or poles, and placed about 25 or 
80 feet from the ground. 

“Next, the sand beach or the prome- 
mades around the pool must have illu- 
mination, and where space will permit 
I recommend the installation of as much 
playground and athletic equipment as 


possible. 

“The equipment that I have found 
most popular includes the Ocean Wave, 
swings, flying rings, horizontal bars, 
climbing ladders, May poles, basketball 
courts, medicine balls and, of course, the 
old-time diving boards and towers. 
Handball is another sport adaptable to a 
bathing beach. Many popular devices 
are manufactured for use in the water, 
such ag slides, water toboggans, diving 


Sheels, sea horses, 
platforms. 

“The beach equipment is more neces- 
sary at night, for bathers do not stay in 
the water “nearly as long as in the day- 
time. They must have these devices to 
entertain themselves. 

“On a well-equipped beach night bath- 
ing tends to draw a new type of patron. 
These are the athletically inclined youns 
folks of both sexes who disdain to loaf 
in the sand, but would rather play and 
frolic at top speed on the beach and 
athletic equipment. 

“We have found that the drawing 
power of the beach is increased if this 
gymnastic apparatus is so located that 
it is visible from the park. The spectacle 
of the romping bathers draws hundreds 
of onlookers. It attracts them to take 
part in the fun themselves. Another 
point is that this beach playground 
helps to draw business on cool or cloudy 
days, when without it the beach loses 
its allurement. 

“The use of amplified music creates 
another diversion. Lively dance num- 
bers encourage the spirit of play. 

“Life guards are just as necessary at 
night as in the daytime. 

“A refreshment stand easily accessible 
for the bathers is highly desirable, and 
it is surprising how much coffee, hot 
dogs, cold drinks, tobacco, etc., will be 
purchased. 

“Don’t overlook the advantage of a 
novelty stand on the beach or adjacent 
to your bathhouse with a stock of bath- 
ing suits, rubber caps, slippers, rubber 
balls, souvenirs, etc. 

“A photograph gallery accessible to 
the bathers is usually a very popular 
concession, for I notice that both sexes 
like to have their pictures taken in 
bathing suits.”

Steve Korocco 


Makes ’Em Roar 


The impromptu speech made by Steve 
Korocco at the National Association of 
Amusement Parks’ Convention in Chi- 
cago had the delegates and guests in an 
uproar thruout. Said the former park 
man in a style all his own: 

“I am very proud to be here with you 
again. I have enjoyed this meeting im- 
mensely. The chances are if I had heard 
of this meeting in the early part of the 
summer I would possibly be in different 
shape and things would be different here 
today. This last debate that I heard 
about tickets has brought this one thing 
in my mind: In our park, Happyland, in 
Boswell, Pa., we do not use the scrip 
system. We use the individual tickets. 
We think possibly in Playland circum- 
stances are different; lots of wealthy 
neople go there, but in the majority of 
parks it is the poorer class or the 
medium class of people who go, and 
most families in the medium class or the 
poor class have at least five or six chil- 
dren. When they come to our park the 
man and his wife and five kids come, 
and if he bought five books of tickets 
for $5 that is about all he has got with 
him and he might as wel) get the 
home. (Laughter.) But wait, will you 
please? Where he gets the kick out of 
the whole thing is when he goes around 
with his kids and they may want some- 
thing and they say: ‘Let us ride this’ 
anc ‘Let us ride that.’ Without any 
money they look around and say. ‘Where 
is pop?’ ‘Pop, give me a nickel, give me 
a dime.’ So pop all day long is handing 
out money to his kids and he gets a ——— 
of a kick out of this. Whereas with the 
scrip tickets he would not get that kick 
out of it. (Laughter and applause.) 

“But ladies and gentlemen, I am very 
proud to be here today, and I also am 
very happy because I have been relieved 
of a great responsibility. Two years ago 


I came here as a_ prospective park owner. 
Last year I was here as a park owner. 
And, thank God. today I am here as 
completely out. (Laughter.) 

“Last summer you folks will remem- 
ber the circumstances that existed in 
Roswell, Pa., where the priest and I, to- 
gether with the congregation's fund, 
started this park. (Laughter.) Every- 
thing was going along very nicely, but 
we got into difficulties. You know, un- 
til we started the park I never realized 
there were many constables in the 
district. Everybody was saying, ‘Gimme, 
gimme, gimme.” It was a wrong condi- 
tion. 

“After we had run the park two years 


sO 


we had a lot of trouble with the swim- 
ming pool, about the sewers backing up 
when it rained, you know. The bishop 


of our diocese came to the park one day 
and after looking over a lot of claims 
he called the priest and I aside and he 
told the priest either he had to sell out 
the park or get out of the church, so he 
decided to leave the park go to 
(Laughter.) 

“I sold the park to a very nice man. 
He never asked us the price or anything. 
He just came and took it. It was the 
sheriff of our county. (Laughter.) 

“Now I have a great reason for coming 
here. One of the reasons is this: Last 
year I met some wonderfully fine men, 
some wonderfully fine salesmen. I met 
one man—I do not remember his name, 
but I do remember he gave me a cane 
and he told me I better not be bothered 
with paint two or three times a year, so 
he sold me 50 barrels of red paint. 
(Laughter.) I got 48 barrels left and if 
anybody here wants to get a good bar- 
gain I can sell those 48 barrels of nice 
red paint—it is supposed to be red, but 
it is kind of a dark brown now. (Laugh- 
ter.) I can sell this paint very cheap. 

“You people who have parks in loca- 
tions where you have beautiful foliage 
beautiful trees, beautiful grass lawns, 
you can be very proud. We were handi- 
capped where we had our park. Shortly 
after we started our park one of the 
slag dumps from the coal mines caught 
on fire and all the fumes blew over our 
park and killed all the foliage, all the 
gress and all the trees We did not 
have a bit of grass in our park except 
on the pony track. (Laughter.) When 
business was good on the pony track we 
had wonderfully fine grass, but as busi- 
ness started to decrease. and the conces- 
sionaire who ran the pony track would 
not buy feed, even the track did not 
have the grass that it should have. 
(Lauchter.) 


“A word in regard to the fireworks dis- 
play. Some of you park owners feel it 
is necessary to have a fireworks display. 
Well we decided that we wanted to have 
a fireworks display, but the Italians of 
our district on the day of Our Lady cf 
Mt. Carmel held a holiday and they had 
a display of fireworks that was simply 
mervelous (Laughter.) It was greater 
than any of the displays that have been 
put on in any of the cities in which our 
parks are located It was a marvelous 
display of fireworks. In fact, some of 
the bombs set off could be heard for 12 
or 14 miles and TI think some of those 
Ttalian people kept some of those bombs 
to use during the year, that they got 
from the fireworks display. (Laughter.) 


“At one time a fellow came from Cin- 
cinnati and he talked me into buying 
a big display of fireworks. We had 
everything all set to put up this display 
of fireworks when some fool dropped a 
match. The whole thing went off too 
quick and pretty near put the park on 
the bum. Skyrockets this way and sky- 
rockets that way; Roman candles and 
everything else. It was the worst hub- 
bub you can imagine, and in the excite- 
ment we upset both the ladies’ and the 
men’s tollets. (Laughter.) That was a 
terrible condition. Some of you fellows 


can laugh, but I am telling you about 
it. It was a joke at first and I could 
see the humor in it, but I tell you 
gentlemen when you are in a position 
like I was in it is not such a joke. It 
cost me $60,000 to find out that ar hon- 
est man can’t be successful in the 
amusement park business. (Laughter and 
applause.) 


“One thing will always live in my 
memory and that is some of the fine 
people I met at the convention last year 
and the year before. ‘The only man 
whom I have met in the business who 
told me the absolute truth wuss Fred 
Pearce (laughter) and he told me to 
watch myself because there were a lot 
of crooks selling roller coasters. (Laugh- 
ter.) 


“One of the things we never had any 
trouble with was our roller coaster, but 
I will tell you gentlemen if you have 
trouble or difficulty of any kind with 
your roller coaster, do not have Fred 
Pearce come to look it over. Have him 
send some one of his agents or one of 
his men. We had a little trouble with 
our roller coaster and I wrote Fred a 
letter and told him we had a little 
trouble with the roller coaster, it was a 
little rough in spots.

I do not 
know yet what she was talking about 
(Laughter.) That is the condition that 
existed at that time. 

“Now I heard an argument a little 
while ago between Guenther and Burk- 
hardt. These debates are a wonderful 
thing, but you must consider that some 
of the people here come miles and miles 
to receive education in regard to how 
to run their parks and when you con- 
duct these foolish debates it is entirely 
wrong.

Des Moines Resort 
Boat Owner Guilty 


DES MOINES, Dec. 21.—Milo Hartman 
was found guilty by a jury in district 
court at Spirit Lake, Ia., this week, on 
the charge of conspiring with his father, 
john Hartman, to injure and destroy 
the property, business and character of 
Jap Alexander and Frank Long, who op- 
erated a rival boat line on Lake Okoboji, 
Jowa’s leading summer resort. 


The trial of young Hartman grew out 
the accident on Lake Okoboji last 
July, in which the Zipper, owned by the 
Hartmans, collided with Miss Thriller, a 
speed boat, owned by Long and Alex- 
nder, with the loss of nine lives result- 

Investigation by State officials revealed 
intense rivalry between the operators of 
two speed lines, and resulted in a 
wide-spread probe by both county and 
authorities. 

Harold Yarnes, one of the Zipper’s 
pilots, was brought to trial on a man- 
slaughter charge, but was acquitted. 

The Hartmans maintained a private 
dock along the lake front at Arnolds 
Park for many years, and forbade other 
boat operators to sell tickets on their 
property. A small municipal dock was 
used by the independent owners. In 
June of this year competition had be- 
come so intense that riva] boat operatcrs 
met at Algona, Ia., with the State board 
of conservation, to settle the dock con- 
troversy, but no definite understanding 
was reached. 

Testimony in the conspiracy trial 
tended to show that the Hartmans op- 
erated their boats contrary to law, drove 
them in front of the Long and Alexander 
crafts, and attempted to hinder their 
business. 

The Hartmans contended that Long 
and Alexander were the aggressors in the 
boat-line war.

Royal American Shows 


SOUTH JACKSONVILLE, Fla.. Dec. 20. 
—Winter quarters of the Royal American 
Shows are humming and sizzling, for the 
program of expansion and rehabilitation 
laid out by the management will take 
every minute of the allotted time to be 
ready for the early opening date at the 
Florida State Fair March 15. 

The transformer wagon will be a thing 
of beauty and radiance, as well as utility. 
Both sides and the ends will be hand- 
somely paneled, outlined in lights and 
adorned with oi] paintings of Florida 
scenes. On the top will be placed a 60- 
foot collapsible steel tower supporting 
four powerful flood lights, aiding in the 
illumination scheme of the midway and 
of value in night setups and teardowns. 
Surmounting all will be a pivotal 10,000- 
candlepower searchlight, automatically 
revolving during the night sessions. Five 
hundred 25-watt frosted globes will be 
required for the lighting scheme of this 
wagon alone. It will also carry advertis- 
ing signs of the city of South Jackson- 
ville. The twin Giant Eli wheels receive. 
combined, 1,500 additional lights. 450 of 
them on either side of a 16-foot five- 
pointed star that will be suspended be- 
tween them and the balance to adorn a 
new decorative feature extending from 
axis to axis of the wheels. 

Perhaps a distinctive feature of the 
R. A. S. the coming season will be the 
heavy-duty, solid rubber truck tires 
found on all of the 62 wagons. The four 
tractors have always been so equipped, 
and the past season the management 
tried an experiment by so equipping & 
portion of the wagons. So satisfying was 
their performance and such was the sav- 
ing in wear and tear, not only in the 
wagons but in their contents, both on 
the hauls and on the runs, that the 
entire equipment comes out next year on 
rubber tires, varying from 6 to 12 inches 
in width, as demanded by the loads 
Eight new box wagons have been planned 
and started. Only the two Caterpillars 
(10 and 20 ton) remain on steel. No 
live stock will be used for loading or 
unloading the train, the tractors having 
been found to do the fob satisfactorily 
and more quickly—besides, they do not 


ng to be fed when they are not work- 
ng. 

Since the installation of the com- 
pressed-air paint spray for the two base 
coats on cars and wagons “Slim” 
Sowerby, who has charge of dll paint 
work, plain, scenic and lettering, with 
one assistant, is able to make progress 
equal to a crew of six at the old hand 
method.

Pitchmen 
have no right to holler about a town 
being closed to them when they think 
more of a dollar than they do of keeping 
a town open. Our experience out here 
shows that when a sufficient number 
of pitchmen have got together and 
pooled their resources the organization 
will be able to open any town. Los 
Angeles would have been tightly closed 
long ago if we had not got together and 
spent $3,000 to keep it open. Pitchmen 
can do the same thing in New York, 
Chicago, Detroit and other cities if they 
will organize lodges and work along the 
lines we are working.

and county fairs at Helana. In the com- 
report, the Helena date was fixed 
for the week of August 25. The effort 
now being launched ts to have the 
Helena date made Augyst 18, to start 
reult. and so thet the date will not 
confiict with the Central Montana Pair 
at Lewistown. Helena’s dates had been 
faxed In advance of the meeting at Mis- 
ja. when it was expected that the 
edule would be outlined for a circuit 
1 e Helena delegates would not consent 
to a change of the dates that they had 
decided npon.

Cla County and Montana State Fair, 
Helena; Central Montana Fair, Lewis- 
town. and Buffalo (Wyo.) Pair; week of 


September 1, Midland Empire Pair, Bil- 
lings, and the Terry, Baker, Hardin and 
Fort Benton fairs; week of September 8, 


Intermountain Fair, Bozeman, and the 
Sidney, Forsyth, Jordan, Ekalaka and 
Havre fairs: week of September 15, 


Western Montana Fair, Missoula,and East- 
rn Montana Fair, Miles City, and the 
Chinook and Dobson fairs; week of Sep- 
tember 22, Ravalli County Fair, Hamil- 
and Glasgow ahd Culbertson fairs: 
week of September 29, Plentywood Pair. 

The program as outlined will have four 
of Montana's big fairs on a circuit that 
will include Helena, Béllings, Bozeman 
and Missoula. 

There was One drawback to the Mis- 
soula meeting that was felt by the men 
representing attractions and entertain- 
ment features, and that was the fact that 
the dates were not finally accepted until 
late in the afternoon of the closing day 
of the meeting, so there was little time 
for them to confer with fair representa- 
tives here regarding the contracting of 
attractions and acts. 

There was one thing, however, that 
brought out a great deal of enthusiasm 
at the meeting, and that was the report 
of the legislative committee, adopted 
unanimously. The report was a proposal 
to ask State aid for fairs in Montana 
thru a tentative bill, drawn by Bresna- 
han, manager of the Midland Empire 
Fair, at Billings. new president of the 
association. Officials of the many fairs 
represented at the Missoula gathering 
were enthusiastic in their approval ‘of 
the proposed bill. It would insure, if 
passed by the Legislature. funds for pay- 
ing a percentage of the premium money 
at county or district fairs. Men at the 
meeting from the various county fair or- 
vanizations stated that such a proposal 
would insure money for premium award 
payments and permit the fair manage- 
ments to turn other funds into enter- 
tainmment and attraction numbers that 
would build up the fair programs. 

Under the provisions of the proposed 
bill agriculture fairs, including

iculture, dairy and kindred products, 
live 2 stock, poultry and farm implements, 
would receive aid. Any county would 
become eligible under the proposed bill, 
provided the county owned a fair plant 
nsisting of 20 acres or more of land 
and had buildings for the housing of 
igricultuyal and live-stock exhibits, and 
was represented in the Rocky Mountain 
Association of Fairs with one or more 
‘ccredited delegates. The amount of 
money that would be received from the 
State would be governed, according to 
the tentative bill, by the combined total 
of the premium money paid out by the 
fair On exhibits of agriculture, horticul- 
ure, horses, sheep, swine and poultry. 
The State would pay 50 per cent on the 
first $2,000, 60 per cent on the second 
$2,000, 70 per cent on the third $2,000, 
ind 80 per cent on the fourth $2,000, or 
on any fraction of those sums, but in no 
case would any one fair receive more 
than $5,000 in any calendar year. 

While none of the State-aid money 
would go for entertainment features for 
the fair programs or for attractions, it 
Was pointed out by members in attend- 
ance at the meeting that such a plan 
would insure funds available for the 
Paying of premiums, and that smaller 
counties would be encouraged in staging 
fall events, that would in turn result in 
better farm practices. Other revenue to 
the fatrs, it is said, could be used to ex- 
Pand the entertainment features in con- 
hection with fairs.
